THE RACE FOR MAYOR ?°?’ 


Perhaps this years election will be one 
of the most interesting in a long while, 
with 19 candidates for mayor, Ralph Klein 
finally out of the race, and Don Hartman 
making a fool of himself at every turn. And 
for this election Modern Pink wanted to find 
out what a few of the candidates had to say, 
so we sent a questionnaire to seven of then. 
Nomi Whalen, Al Duerr, and Dianne Hunter all 
sent their responses for you to read here, 
but Gib Clark, John Currie, Don Hartman, and 
Ann Tingle all chose to ignore us, perhaps 
assuming the gay vote wouldn’t matter this 
October 16. In the next few pages we present 
you with their responses. Vote however you 
wish, but at least with this you can see 
what the candidates have to say... 


DISAPPEAR. WE HAD 
TWO WEEKENDS OF 
UNBRIDLED PASSION 
AND NOW HE'S NOWHERE 


(H.P.) Do you have any 
plans to cut back on any 
city services, such as 
show removal, parks 
care, or city beauti- 
fication plans? 


(Whalen) No. 


(Duerr) The services 
mentioned are not areas 
I would see cut back. 
Maintenance of our 
infrastructure is 
fundamental to retaining 
a high quality cost 
effective infrastructure 


(Hunter) No. Cutting 
city services will not 
be necessary if a 
responsible financial 
plan is implemented 


(H.P.) What is your plan 
to reduce the city’s 
$1.6 billion debt? 


(Whalen) The plan that 
is in place is good. I 
would further work 
toward no new capital 
expenditures that would 
expand the debt until we 
are in a healthier 
position. 


(Duerr) Pay it off! 
There are no magic 
solutions. Reduced terms 
on loans have put us in 
a situation where we

will pay off $200 min 5 years and almost 40% in 
10 years. Challenge is to not incur new debt 
unless absolutely needed. One area I would be 
prepared to cut is in transportation capital (Cie 
new roads, intersections, etc), where we are well 
served. 


(Hunter) The debt can be reduced by 40% over the 


next 10 years by implementing the financial plan 
of which I was the architect. 


(H.P.) Do you have plans to add any new tourist 
events to the city (ie Stampede, Winter 
Festival), and do you have plans to expand or 
improve on any of the existing events? 


(Whalen) Yes. We must be innovative with the 
facilities we have, we are losing conventions & 
trade shows to Edmonton. Many new ideas to 
promote tourism. 


(Duerr) No specific plans for new events. I serve 
on Stampede board and Winter festival. More than 
events, we need more focused promotion and more 
coordinated promotion. Building upon what we have 
I see as being more beneficial. 


(Hunter) Definitely! Tourism is a growth industry 
and provides jobs for Calgarians. Promoting the 
City as a destination must be continued and we 
should start applying to host a World’s Fair in 
2005, using Heritage” as the theme. This is 
achievable and would have a significant economic 
benefit to this community. 


(H.P.) Are you in support of the Grace Hospitals 
planned AIDS hospice? Please explain. 


(Whalen) I need to know more about the hospice. | 
have heard vague pros and cons. Personally, I 
prefer people to be near family and friends & 
activity as long as possible when terminally i11. 


Gon’ d 
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(Duerr) Yes. I fully support every 
effort to address head on the AIDS 
issue. 


(Hunter) Yes. 


(M.P.) What would be your policy on 
city employees who contract AIDS, 
and would you ever consider 
imposing mandatory HIV testing of 
city employees? 


(Whalen) No mandatory testing. 
People who know they have the virus 
must be educated & encouraged to be 
responsible and should not loose 
their jobs. 


(Duerr) I would treat a city 
employee with AIDS in exactly the 
same way as any other employee. I 
see no need for mandatory HIV 
testing. 


(Hunter) I consider AIDS an 
illness, and do not agree with 
mandatory testing of city 
employees. 


(H.P.) What is your position on 
Provincial and Federal gay ny os 
Please explain. 


(Whalen) Gay people are people. No 
one in our society should be 
discriminated against. I spent alot 
of time and effort during the 70’s 
(as a member of the Alberta human 
rights commission) trying to get 
sexual orientation included in the 
Individual Rights Protection Act, 
(and convinced my colleagues on the 
commission to support me) not easy 
but we must keep trying. 


(Duerr) I'm not knowledgeable in 
the area of Provincial and Federal 
gay rights. 


(Hunter) Sexual preference should 
be a personal matter, I subscribe 
to legislation that protects all 
individual rights. 


(H.P.) What plans do. you have to 
attract new business and investment 
to our city? 


(Whalen) Together with incentive 
packages from the province : we 
must light a FIRE under high 
technology, small business and 
secondary industry to come to 
Calgary! We need to confer with the 
various business communities for 
new and exciting ways to do this. 


(Duerr) My platform included 
support for "Calgary into the 21 
Century” the CEDA report. I sit on 
the Calgary Research and 
Development Authority, and have 
been involved in many international 
CEDA promotions. Specifically, over 
the next three years I am committed 
to a focus on tourism, the 
distribution and processing 
industry, the fashion industry, and 
the film industry (especially post 
production and staging facilities). 


(Hunter) Increased emphasis on 
assistance to small business, 
assistance with free trade 
opportunities, increased 
diversification into the high-tech 
industries and tourism industries. 
These are the key growth areas in 
Calgarys future. 


(H.P.) Are you in support of a 
tenants association in Calgary, 
which would protect renters from 
rapidly increasing rents? Please 


explain. 
Cont’d 
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(Whalen) If tenants organize, | 
will listen and support that which 
is reasonable. I ama renter. 


(Duerr) I would support a renters 
association, not just for rental 
protection, but to address in a 
proactive way all issues affecting 
renters. 


(Hunter) Yes. Tenants associations 
can have a significant impact in 
providing a united voice and strong 
lobby force. 


(H.P.) What changes, if any would 
you impact on Calgary Transit Cie 
fares, schedules, increased 
service, officers on patrol)? 
Please explain. 


(Whalen) We need more people using 
public transit. Our bus ridership 
is down. We once had a good plan & 
parking policy and we seem to have 
scuttled it. We need more public 
safety on L.R.T. West leg of L.R.T. 
is needed but we can’t afford it 
right now. Feeder bus to L.R.T. 
needs to be better. 


(Duerr) I'ma strong supporter of 
Calgary Transit. Our future is in 
transit. I’ve sat on a task force 
that has worked for over a year to 
address the issue. Solutions 
include productivity improvements, 
service improvements, and 
alternative methads (to farebox) 
for additional revenues required to 
achieve improvements. 


(Hunter) I am a member of the 
Transit Task Force which is looking 
for improvements in transit 
service. We must improve 
scheduling, feeder routing to LRT, 
service levels in the suburbs, and 
peak hour frequency. 


(H.P.) Do you feel there presently 
is adequate police protection for 
the citizens of Calgary? Would you 
effect any changes to the police 
force? 


(Whalen) I am proud of our police 
service. We can always be better, 
drugs and ethnic battles are of 
concern. I need to find out more 
about the weapon-power question. 
The police chief & the police 
commission must be aware of my 
concerns and I would always want to 
be on top of policing issues and 
the care and safety of Calgarians. 


(Duerr) On balance our police 
service is very good. I would see 
an advantage in more multicultural 
representation, especially visible 
minorities on the force. 


(Hunter) Yes. The Calgary Police 
Service is recognized as one of the 
finest services in N.A. and the 
zone policing concept, one of the 
most progressive. Adequate policing 
must remain a priority.
